Free State Taxes. 

One of the most hopeful features of the 
rather melancholy condition of Free State 
politics at present is the growing interest 
which is being taken by the people in 
national finance. In the old days of the 
British administration nobody worried 
about the national balance-sheet. Taxa- 
tion was too high and budgets might not 
balance, but everybody knew that there 
was a plentiful supply of money in the 
British Treasury, and hardly gave a 
thought to the problems of a national 
ecuromy. Now the shoe is beginning to 
pinch. Taxation is higher than ever it 
was, and yet the Free State is not paying 
it; way out of income. Obviously, some- 
thing must be done soon to save the 
country from insolvency, and the man in 
the street is displaying a lively concern 
about a problem which, after all, is the 
most important problem that faces any 
Government. Mr. Ernest Blythe, in a 
speech at a convention of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal in Dublin last Friday, made a 
further reply to the criticisms which were 
levelled at the Government recently by Mr. 
John Dillon. We have very little sympathy 
with Mr. Dillon's lugubrious jeremiads 
and agree heartily with Mr, Blythe in his 
complaint that such crificism is neither 
helpful nor constructive, but is calculated 
to injure the credit of the State. Never- 
theless, there are certain things that must 
be said. Mr. Blythe's arguments are 
sound enough, so far as they go; but no 
argument can gainsay the fact that this 
country is being taxed far beyond, the 

limit of its economic capacity. That fact

In one respect Mr. Blythe and Mr, 
Dillon are guilty of a similar mistake. 
They both persist in talking of Free State 
finance in terms of British figures. It is 
immaterial, after all, whether the govern- 
ment of this country cost Britain more 
or less than it is costing Mr. Cosgrave's 
Government. The point that matters is 
that it is costing too much at present and 
that it must be cheapened. The reduc- 
tion of taxation is the most imperative 
need of the moment. This cotintry, as 
Mr. Blythe admits, is very poor. It has 
passed through a period of devastating 
| civil war; it has had two bad harvests 

in succession, and its trade has been 
languishing as a result of heavy costs. 
No good purpose can be served by com- 
parison with Britain, either in order to 
discredit the Free State Government or 
to defend it agains’ criticism: British 
fi.ances are conceived on a scale which 
is quite impossible in this country, and 
the soonet we get down to bedrock 
the better for everybody. Mr. Henry P. 
Kerney explains the situation in an ad- 
mirable letter which we print to-day. 
According to his estimate, the Free State 
at present is being over-taxed by forty 
per cent., and he describes this incubus 
| very properly as “suicidal,” Until taxa- 
tion is reduced to a tolerable level there 
can be no real progress in the Free State;

Death Duties. 

Six famous paintings. by Reynolds, 
Gainsborough, Hals and Van Dyck—part 
of the collection at Althorp House 
have been sold by Earl Spencer to 
American dealers. The purchase price 
runs into hundreds of thousands of 
pounds; for the rich men of the New 
World grudge not the gold which they 
alone possess in abundance to win from 
the Old World its treasures which are 
worth more than gold. Van Dyck’s 
“ Dedalus and Icarus ’’—which is one 
of the masterpieces that now lea ve 
Britain’s shores—is supposed to preserve 
in the delicate, winning features of the 
doomed youth a portrait of the artist him- 
self, and in that exquisite beauty, 
triumphing over time as flesh may not, we 
seem to read a parable of the priceless 
things—youth, life and happiness—which 
are sacrificed so often to foolish ambitions. 
The Reynolds and Gainsborough pictures 
are portraits of noble ladies long since 
dead—neiges d’antan—and now they are 
to pass from the land and the house which 
once their originals trod, as though even 
the shadow and memory must follow the 
life itself. These lovely relics, hitherto 
set in a fitting home, will be bartered 
afresh in America and will find their way 
at last, perhaps, to the gaudy walls of 
some tasteless collector. There would be 
less cause for lament if the art treasures 
lost to Europe were lodged in State 
galleries in America and thus kept avail- 
able to students of art; but generally 
pictures lost to Europe are lost to the 
world. To their former possessor the need 
to part with these pictures must have 
peculiar ‘poignancy. Reluctantly do men 


surrender even trivial objects which have} 


been in the possession of their fathers; 


but these canvases are more than mere 


pieces of furniture round which the 
associations of generations cling: some of 
them preserve the lineaments of members 
of the Spencer family. A faded and 
worthless photograph of a dead kinsman 
may be dear to us; but here great artists 
have recorded splendidly almost the soul. 
How does it come about that the Old 
World. is to suffer these losses? It is 
no barbarian invasion which ravishes its 
treasures, but its own laws. In order that 
it may be able to pay death duties a great 
family is to lose its heirlooms and the 
nation is to be impoverished. Two earls of 
the House of Spencer have died within a 
short period, and a form of taxation which 
yields an empty gratification to the 
jealous and the ignorant, scatters recklessly 
what patience has gathered and piety 
preserved. 


Music in Dublin. 

The visit of the Hallé Orchestra to 
Dublin reminds us again of the sad 
decline of orchestral music in our city. 
The Royal Dublin Society continues to 
provide music-lovers with what is probably 
the best series of chamber music recitals 
in the British Isles; eslebrities of all 
kinds visit Dublin regularly and perform 
before huge audiences ; but, apart from the 
all too rare visits of the Hallé combina- 
tion, orchestral concerts are almost un- 
known, No city can claim musical 
eminence unless it provides orchestral fare 
for its citizens; and Dublin never will be 
able to perfect its musical education until 
it is provided with a proper concert hall. 
Thousands of pounds must be spent every 
year on celebrity and other concerts 
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phrase—do not put all their eggs into one 
basket. While farming is their principal 
industry, their economic life is so wisely

in the United States they have attracted 
much notice and given rise to many dis- 
cussions. This is due mainly, to the 
activities of the Anti-Narcotic League, a 
wealthy organisation, which has for its 
aim the extirpation of the use of tobacco, 
taking en route a campaign against dele- 
terious drugs. A common complaint in 
the States is that the drug traffic there is 
encouraged by cheap drugs, and that it is 
the English over-production of opium 
which makes it easy to obtain them. This, 
of course, is incorrect; for no British 
opium is sold or sent to the United States, 
since it is sold only to the Governments of 
our own Eastern possessions under 
guarantee against re-export. The aim of 
the British delegates at the Opium Con- 
ference will be to obtain a universal inter- 
national agreement for control of manu- 
facture and the import and export of the 
drug. This is a very important and prac- 
tical step. 

The Pound Sterling. 


The fixing of the British pound sterling 
at par by the United States Post 
Office from January 22nd is a great land- 
mark on the road to prosperity of this 
country. It indicates beyond doubt that 
the Post Office has full confidence that the 

und will shortly reach parity on the 

xchange, and that the outlook is so 
favourable that there is little prospect of 
any fresh departure for some time to come, 
since such a change in rates is made only 
when there is a.substantial rise or fall in 
value. A year ago the pound in the 
United States was worth 17s. 35d. 


Mr. Charchill’s Suess. 


It is generally admitted in political 
circles this week-end that the people who 
were anxious to see Mr. Churchill back in. 
Parliament have been fully justified; for 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has added 
greatly to his reputation by his work in 
Paris. It is known that his thorough 
grasp of the intricate problems raised for 
discussion came as a surprise to many of 
those who had an idea that he was almost 
a novice in financial matters. The great 
feature, however, of his work in Paris was 
the unfailing good temper and tactfulness 
with which he conducted all the negotia- 
tions into which he had to enter, combined 
with the sympathetic understanding which 
he display concerning the financial 
position of France, 


Income Tax. 


I understand that considerable pressure 
is to be applied to professional and 
business men by the Revenue Department 
during the next few weeks in order to 
secure that the marimum amount cf 
income tax shall be paid before the close 
of the financial year. It seems little sur- 
prising that a Conservative Government 
would think it necessary to adopt the pro- 
cedure initiated by Mr. Snowden when 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, but there is 
a saving grace. It has been a common 
belief a some time that the prin- 
cipal desire of Mr. Churchill in the 
drawing up of his Budget is to be 
able to make a reduction in the 
income tax by a level shilling. That he 
should hold the hope of making so 
desirable a form of relief to the taxpayer 
is natural, but whether he will be able to 
fulfil it depends upon several contin- 
gencies, one of which is ability to count 
upon a definite sum from France in thé 
way of debt repayment. There is no quex 
tion of the imposition of harsh terms 
upon our Ally. The main aim of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is to have 
some assurance that the sum necessary io 
rovide the stipulated payments to the 
hited States, amounting to. nearly 
£40,000,000 a year, will be balanced by 
the amounts obtained in reparation pay- 
ments from Germany and by the sun 
which France will be able to contribute 
on account of the debt of £625,000,000 to 
this country. 


The German Cabinet. 


The new. German Government has 
speedily found itself in troubled waters. 
A statement on the protest to be made con- 
cerning the non-evacuation of the Ruhe 
has been postponed, and it is by no means 
certain when it will be made. On this 
subject the situation is working out in 
accordance with expectations in this 
country. Dr. Stresemann, upon whom, as 
Foreign Secretary, the duty of making the 
statement will devolve, is taking a úrm 
stand, but it has yet to be shown that he 
can formulate his policy without at the 
same time wrecking the Government. 
Another difficulty concerns finance. During 
the elections the Nationalists made ex- 
travagant promises, which it is now seen 
are so impossible that the present Cabinet 
does not include a Finance Minister; for 
nobody will take the office while the 
Government includes a large proportion 
of Nationalists. In these conditions a 
short, and not particularly happy, life for 
the Luther Administration appears in- 
evitable.

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CRUELTY CHARGE FAILS AT 
BELFAST, 


At the Belfast Summons Court last week, 
the magistrates by a majority dismissed a 
summons brought by Inspector Blackburn, 
U.S. P. C. A., against Hugh M‘Clenaghan, of 
Ball carrickmaddy, Glenavy, for alleged
